Morrlsville Bridge to be Moved. 


Officials of the Pennsylvania Railroad 


Company have denied the truth of the 
published reports that the company in- 
tends to remove its bndge over the Dela- 
ware river at Frankford, on the Atlantic 
City route, and would transfer the struc- 
ture to Wathington to span tbe Potomac. 


Chief Engineer Brown of the Pennsyl- 


vania, stated that this report was a mu- 
take, and said that the company bad no 
such intention. As soon as the new stone 
bridge over tbe Delaware at Trenton is 
completed, the two double track steel 
bridges at that point will be taken apart 
and put up in the place of the old bridge 
over the Potomac. He added that this 
plan had been doubtless construed to 
mean 
the 
removal of the Frankford 


bridge. 


That structure has been put up to 


stay for the 
Atlantic Oity service, for 


which business it was built. The "bridge 
route" to tho seashore has been so well 
patronized that the report of the removal 
of the structure caused a great deal of 
surprise.

"I dropped It into his eapt pocket as 


A HOG'S MOUTH. 


The 'War ft Enable, the Animal to 


Eat Hickory Nnti. 


"People often wonder how it Is that 


a hog con get nil the kernel out of a 
hickory nut, or any other kind of nut 
for that matter, without swallowing 
any of tlie shell," said n man from the 
countty, "but us a mutter of fact there 
Is nothing mysterious about the proc- 
ess. Mlml you, hogs don't swallow any 
of these harder substances. They gel 
rid of them, and then It is Just as easy 
?or them to got ild of the shell of a nut 
as It is for a man or a squirrel. You 
might tliink because a hog crushes 
the nut Into small fragments that he 
would necessarily swallow a good por- 
tion of tlie hull. But he, doesn't do any 
such thing 


"It is a conceded fact among men 


who know anything about tho subject 
thnt the iiorse is the moit perfectly con- 
structed animal In the world, consider- 
ing the purposes for which the horse Is 
tis<jd and Its method and habits lu life. 
But I •nnnt to put In n good word for 
tbe hog when it comes to the thing of 
cracking and eating nuts without get- 
ting any of the harder substances Into 
the stomach. The horse has very fine 
teeth. 1 he back teeth particularly are 
finely constructed with n view of ena 
bllng the horse to crush Its food well 
before passing It into the stomach. 
These befy grinders, heavily set in 
the horse's jaw, are looked upon as 
marvels So they are. 


"But what's the matter with the 


teeth of the hog? What's the matter 
with tlmt marvelous process by which 
they separate the kernel of the nut 
from tbe hull? It has occurred to me 
that this is no small achievement, and 
nature Is at least entitled to some sort 
of tribute for her skill in making this 
result possible. In the first place the 
bog's tongue is more sensitive than 
would be supposed, and it can easily 
Select tbe harder from the softer sub- 
stances. By some sort of process the 
hog is able to work the bits of a hicko 
ry nut hull -over to the sides of Its 
month, the tongue being used for the 
purpose, and here they are thrown out 
at the corners Probably you have no- 
ticed that the corners of a hog's mouth 
are somewhat different from the cor 
ners of the mouths of other animals 
Tbe lln<>s of the mouth do not end so 
pointedly, aud hence It is a much easier 
thing for the hog to work the harder 
substances whicL he does not care to 
swallow out through these little open- 
ings."—New Orleans Times-Democrat
